ESCAPES WITH LOOT 


Flees: Through Hail of Bullets 
ine the Yards of the 
Union Station, 


LOSS MAY BEOVER $100,000 


A single bandit, his face shrouded in a biue 
bandanna handkerchief, his weapon. a nickel 
plated revolver, pulled off the most daring 
train robbery in the history of Chicago at 7:30 
last night. 

He boarded ‘a@ Pennsylvania express train 
moving through the heart of Chicago. He 
forced his way imto the express car con- 
taining the strong box of the Adams Express 
company. He compelled the express mes- 
senger, on threats of death, to turn over 
the key to the strong box. 

He removed a sealed canvas and leather 
bag containing the day’s receipte from the 
stockyards. How much money was in that 
sealed packet was not made public. It may 
have been but a few thousand dollars. It 
may have been $100,000 or over. The train 
has carried as high as $200,000. 

With the packet in his pocket the rob- 
ber slipped from the car, engaged in a hand 
to hand battle 
train, slipped 
the moving train, and escaped tn the dark- 
ness while the conductor pepperéd The land- 
scape with bullets. 


Officials Hold Conference. 

Officers of the Pennsylvania railroad, the 
Adams Express company, andcity detectives 
held a conference at Milwaukee avenue and 
Clinton . street until after midnight in their 
efforts to catch the robber. ,It was hinted 
that the thief might be the auto bandit; hob- 
ert Webb, sought as a fugitive for the mur- 
der of Policeman Peter Hart. Webb’s.home 
is not far from the Adams Express office in 
the stockyards. He also answers the general 
description of the bandit. 

The express people refused to tell . the 
amount of the robbery. They said no one 
knew. but the agent at the stoékyards. who 
had sealed the package, and they could not 
find him. A reporter readily located him 
by telephone. His name is John A. Budd. 
He refused to tell how much money .was 
stolen. 


Carries Stockyards Receipts. 

The robbed train is operated as a epecial 
by the Adams Express company. It is made 
up of @ locomotive and two express cars. It 
makes one trip a day on week days, be- 
tween the stockyards and the Union station, 
stopping et Twenty-second street and Har- 
rison street to pick up subetation express 
packages. Al) it carries is baggage and 
money, the stockyards receipta, 

Yesterday the tr@n left the Union depot at. 
8 o'clock and started on its return trip et 7 
o'clock. The money package it carried was 
sealed by Budd,. who is the Adams Express 
company’s agent at the Root street offices. 

Between the river and Polk street the 
bandit leaped ‘on to the slow moving train. 
He pushed open the unlocked door at the end 
of the express car. John Efferta, 2428 West 
Superior street, the messenger in charge, 
looked up and saw a young man, his face 
hidden behind the bandanna handkerchief 
fastened below the eyes. He wore a dark 
brown cap and long black overcoat. He point- 
ed a small nickel plated reyolver at Efferts 
and pointed with his other hand at the safe. 

** Open up the box, kid, and be quick.ebout 
it or I'll blow off your iid,” he said. 

The messenger loc«ed across the car to his 
coat, in which he carried his revolver. 


Grabs Bag of Money, 

“No monkey work. I know where you 
keep your cannon. Go ahead and open up the 
box.” And: the bandit stepped closer to the 
messenger and poked him in the side with the 
revolver.

He said he had tried various means, but 
failed to satisfy the officials that he was 
trying to comply with the ordinance. 


Would “Fix It Up’”’ with Fourteen. 

* Howard explained the best way was to 
‘fix it up with the boys,’ ’ said Mr. Kuttner. 
“He said this graft would be called a 
‘Christmas present.’. I asked him if he let 
any one higher up in om it and he said no, 
that it was on4fy a matter of thirteen other 
inspectora. 

‘Seventy dollars will keep you from be- 
ing prosecuted for a year,’ he explained. 
‘I'M @etve each of the Inapectors $5. *’’ 

** How am I to be guaranteed against be- 
ing asked for another Christmas present be- 
fore the year is up?’ I asked him.

The law was passed by congress last August 
to go into effect by March 4. Mr. Hitcheock 
advanced the date to enable the department 
to get the program under way before the con- 
fusion incidental to the change of adminie- 
tration.

OBJECT TO EXPERTS’ CHARGES. 
“How much should be paid the different 
kinds of ‘experts’ in traction matters?” 
The question was raised in two debates on 
transportation matters yesterday. In one in- 
stance aldermen @eclared $50,000 an ‘‘ out- 
rageous’”’ price for a review of the conflict- 
ingi valuations on the real estate holdings of 
the elevated roads. - Because they placed 
that price on their services for thirty daye 
three officers of the Chicago real estate board 
were declared to be “ lacking.in public spirit.”’ 
In the other instance the question was not 
answered. It was raised in the suit of three 
western suburbs to compe) the exchange of 
transfers between the Chicago Railways com- 
pany and the County Traction company. The 
argument disclosed that $100,000 had beeh 
charged up for legal fees and other expense in 
the Railways company’s acquisition of the 
old, Consolidated Traction property. No one 
asked about the deal could remember the 
exact nature of the “ expert services ’’ ren- 
dered. 


$100,000 Was Spent. 

There was, one thing certain about the 
mysterious $100,000 item in the Consolidated 
Traction purchase. It was spent. -Henry A. 
Blair, chairman of the board of directors of

Although these figures show clearly the big 
increase in the amount of money in the treas- 
ury @ the beginning of this year, they dohot 
do it accurately. The comparisons are not 
fair because of the difference in the methods 
of bookkeeping in different years. 

At the beginning of each year a large 
amount on bonds must be retired and interest 
on bonds paid. With $1,279,000 in the treas- 
uty on Dec. 31, 1910, a largeamount of bonds 
and interest was paid on Jan. 2, 1911. By 
the end of that month the bank Balance was 
only $465,085.50... The same thing occurred, 
at the end of 1911 and the beginning of 1012. 
The balance on Dec. 81, 1911, was $1,004,000. 
By the end of January following, after pay-

“This man spends the remaining months 
of the year in the district as a sort of agri- 
cultural adviser to the farmers of the vicin- 
ity, holding institutes, making experiments 
in the rotation of crops, fertilizers, and gen- 
erally advising the farmers as to scientific 
methods. 

“ During the winter months the boy can 
be spared from the farm work. In addition 
to the echool work the teacher ig with him on 
the farm, tn tee stables, and in the fields. 

“We ask in the bill to be presented to the 
legislature that it authorise continuation 
echools of various sorts—the pre-vocation 
school, with courses of various sorts, and the 
agricultural winter school. We ask that any 
community De authorized to do this, but not 
to be forced into it until it is ready. 

*“ We ask -you to remember that in no way 
are these schools to compete with the schools 
now established. Their purpose is to pro- 
vide a system of echools for the boy and gir] 
who have left the present type of school, 
who are unprovided for in our present educa- 
tional system, to give them the sort of educa- 
tion that will make thém more efficient and 
better men and women.’’

One evaporates one or two 
pints of aweat from the skin every day. 
Therefore he is a wet bulb. 

On this basis the temperature of the 
room is 56 instead of 72, as he thought. 
Somehow he felt a little cold, but it could 
not be—the thermometer read 72. : 

If a man were to fall in a pond and go 
around with his wet clothes on he would 
be a wet bulb. Asa it is he is only a slightly 
moist bulb. To figure him on the same 
basis as the wet bulb is to overstate the 
case.

anything that is dry is 72, for anything 
that is wet it 4s 56, while for everything 
about as moist as a man it is 64.

There is no doubt at all that the diecom- 
forts of extremes of tem ture are better 
measured by the wet bulb than the dry bulb 
thermometer. 

‘It is when the wet bulb thermameter’ 
shows over 70 that men keel over in laun- 
dries, kitchens, and some factories, It is 
when the wet bulb thermometer shows 
under 56 that the throat dries out and colds 
are’ contracted, that the skin d out and 
winter itch develops. 

If a person can only afford one thermom- 
eter a wet bulb will tell him more than a 
dry bulb, yet be ought to have a dry bulb, 
as it is what everybody refers to when 
they speak of temperatures. 

The fact is every one should have both.

MAGINE Champ Clark, the present 
speaker of congress, or his predecessor, 
Joe Cannon, stripped to the waist, hack- 

ing away with a cavalry saber at a po- 
liticals adversary in similar déshabillé, 

surrounded by a ring of members of\the up- 
per and lower houses of the national legis- 
lature, a& well as by seconds, surgeons, am- 
bulance bearers, and:all the other appur- 
tenances. of a serious, sanguinary duel, at 
Washington, D. C. ; 

It ie in this guise that Count Stephen Tisza, 
former Hungarian premier, and now speak- 
er and president of the chamber of deputies 
at Budapest, has been figuring there in a 
whole series of duels, from all of which he 
has emerged the victor, although his adver- 
saries were men about half his age, and he 
himself was further handicapped by a lame- 
ness which caused him to limp, and by « 
shortness of sight that compelled him te 
wear big horn rimmed spectacles. 

'_—— 

The duels of Count Tisza originated with 
his rulings as speaker. 

The Magyar legislature is, with the ex- 
ception of the Ottoman house of representa- 
tives at Constantinople, the most turbulent 
parliament in the old world. 

To such an extent did this turbulence go 
last year that fit rendered legislation im-. 
possibile. 

Count Tisza, who ls perhaps the ablest 
statesman in Hungary, was elected to the 
office of presiderft for the purpose of put- 
ting a stop to the methods of violence and 
disorder which were rendering the Hun- 
garian parliament an object of reproach both 
at home and abroad. 

The count fulfilled the task for ‘which he 
had been selected, and his rulings, while fair, 
have been characterized by firmness and 
vigor. In fact, he has shown no toleration 
for disturbance. : 

’ Every attempt has beén made to intimidate 
him, but without avail, and a legislator, be- 
side himself with passion at the strict rul- 


offices, and his expulsion from every form 
of social life. 

Accordingly, when Count Tisza one even- 
ing, entering the smoking room of the club, 
found Count Michael Karolyi, Count Aladar 
Szechenyi, and Marquis Pallavicini in con- 
versation with one afother, and called out 
to them a friendly “ Good evening,” both 
Pallavicini and Saechenyi acknowledged his 
salutation, but Karoly! refrained from doing 
so. 

Instead he rose from his seat and turned 
his back deliberately on Tisza. 

Tisza immediately strode up to him, and, 
using the familiar pronoun of “ thou,” ex- 
claimed: 

Michael, I, said good evening to you just 
now,.and am astonished not to receive any 
acknowledgment.” 

Whereupon Karolyi replied: 

“ After what has taken place it is surely 
superfluous that we should waste any time 
in chatting with each other."’ 

Within half an hour Tissa’s second had 
conveyed a challenge to Karolyi. 

On the following day an encounter took 
Place between the two In one of the prin- 
clpal fencing schools of the city. 

There were no less than thirty-two rounds, 
during the course of which Tisza took the 
offensive throughout, repeatedly wounding 
Karolyi, cutting open his head, and slashing 
him about the arm and bedy until he was 
placed completely hors de combat.

TRADES UNIONSIOF BRITAIN 
CALL FOR AN EIGHT HOUR DAY. 


Congress, Représenting 2,000,000

LONDON, Jan. 31.—A resolution calling for 
an eight hour day for all workmen and work- 
women was adopted today by the Trades’

“They are not only going to unloose the 
dogs of war in the near east, but probably 
all over Europe. We stand on the edge of 
the unknown, and no one knows how slight 
a shock will be required to hurl us into a 
worldwide catastrophe. It will be a fight to 
a finish, and one or the other of us will be 
wiped out.”

A woman feels independent when she can 
make something and call it her own.

I put up eggs in summer when they are cheap 
and sell when they are high in December. I 
bought half gallon glass jars. Each jar holds 
one dozen and a half of eggs. I then used the 
water glass and distilled water as a preserva- 
tive. All who bought them said they were fine 
and tasted well. The whites beat stiff and nice. 

In a city lot I had twenty square feet dug and 
cultivated in the back yard. Early in the spring 
I planted head lettuce seed in the basement. 
When the ground could be worked I trans- 
planted it outdoors, one foot apart. My neigh- 
bors bought all I could raige all summer. 

In the fall green tomatoes were wrapped in 
newspapers, each one separate.

: Cakes That k Keep Fresh. 


In making cakes in the winter time, when 
they are apt to dry out soon in the artificial 
heat, it is advisable to follow recipes which pro- 
duce a moist cake when baked so they will keep 
fresh longer. .This is also necessary where 
cakes are made to sell, as no one wishes to pur- 
chase dried out cakes. Following are two ex- 
cellent recipes for this sort of cake: 

Velvet Sponge Cake—Beat two eggs until 
thick and lemon colored. Continue beating as 
you gradually add a cup of sugar, and then a 
teaspoon of lemon extract. Sift two teaspoons 
of ng powder with a cup of flour, and beat 
it into the above mixture. Last of all, add a’ 
scant half cup of water (a half cup minus a 
tablespoon); beat quickly together, pour into a 
buttered pan, and bake in a moderately hot 
oven. Ice with any desired frosting. 

Everyday Cake—As in the above recipe, beat 
two eggs lightly, beating in a cup of sugar 
gradually. Sift a cup of flour with half a tea- 
spoon of salt and two teaspoons of baking pow- 
der. Add quickly half a cup of hot milk and a 
tablespoon of melted butter and any desired 
flavoring. Pour into a buttered pan and bake 
in a moderately hot oven. Use any frosting 
you wish on this cake.

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Take Care of Scraps. 

The careful, watchful housekeeper always 
keeps an eye on the kitchen, no matter how 
good the maid, as no one has quite as much 
interest there as she. The old adage of the 
shovel and the spoon is not true in her home. 
Never allow leftovers to be thrown out and 
wasted, no matter how small an amount, until 
you know they cannot be utilized again. A 
small dish of creamed potatoes from one meal, 
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a cupful of lima beans, macaroni, corn, or 


peas from another may be made into a nice 
scallop for lunch by adding cracker or bread 
crumbs saved rolled from pieces left 
from meals. Add salt, pepper, butter, and 
enough milk to moisten well and bake a nice 


‘brown, If you have some small pieces of 


cheese, not presentable for the table, grate 
them over the top. I have been asked what

Of course leftovers must be taken care of 
the same as fresh food to be good to use 
again. Keep some old dishes in the kitchen 
to put scraps away in, thus avoiing th 
danger of breaking good china in case the re- 
frigerator shelves become crowded. 

A dism of left over navy beans or peas may 
be strained through a colander; add a little 
tomato, which.may be a few elices left from 
serving fresh in season, or canned tomato, 
also strained; a little onion juice, and milk 
if you have it, if not, water; a little butter, 
salt, and pepper, and see what . nice, palata- 
ble soup. you will have. 

Don't throw away small pieces of butter left 
on individual plates. Keep them for use in 
cooking.

We use a substitute 
for lard, as it is cheaper, buying ten pounds at 
a time. We use little butter. In the fall we 
buy enough potatoes to last ovg winter. We 
buy twenty-five pounds of beans ata time. All 
canned goods We buy by the dozen or box and 
use few eggs. The meat bill is small and we 
plan on one roast a week. With a f»w other 
small articles the weekly bill averages between 
$4.50 and $4.75. We have given this list a fair

CASTRO, FREE IN NEW YORK, 
RUSHES TO HOSTELRY BED. 


Judge Releases Former President of 
Venezuela on $500 Bail Pending 
Argument on Habeas Corpus Writ. 


New York, Jan. 31.—The right to go and 
come, a free man, through the streets of New 
York was tonight the possession of Gen. Ci- 
priano Castro, former president of Venez- 
uela, but instead of ceria the privilege 
he went to bed. 

Released under $500 bail pending argument 
on a writ of habeas corpus after his month 
of confinement at Pilis island, Castro made 
for an uptown hotel, engaged a luxurious 
suite of rooms, and shut himself up. 

Castro’s week of freedom was granted by 
Judge Holt after it had been agreed to post- 
pone argument on the writ until Feb. 7. The 
document compels the government to show 
legal cause why Castro, who was ordered de- 
ported yesterday by Secretary Nagel of the 
department of commerce and labor, should 
not be admitted. 

“Justice has prevailed,”’ said Castro when 
he was told that Judge Holt would release 
him on bail. “I was looking fora real judge 

who would give me justice, and et iast I 
found one!’

PROTEST AGAINST SALOONS 
AS EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES. 


Hotel and Restaurant Workers Ask 
State’s Attorney Hoyne to Stop the 
Alleged Practice. 


Protests against. the practice of saloons 
conducting employment agencies in violation 
of an ordinance were made by a committee 
from the Hotel and Restaure * Worker®s’ 
union to State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne yes- 
terday. The committee branded the practice 
as the “ vampire system ” and charged that 
four saloonkeepers had formed a conspiracy 
with the headwaiters of many loop hotels. 

It was declared by Chairman R. M. Bills 
that the saloonkeepers run a booking agency 
and that hotel workers can secure employ- 
ment only through the saloons. The head- 
Waiters, it was declared, would employ only 
persons who applied through. one of these 
agencies. This system was used to force the 
hotel employés to cash their pay checks in the 
saloons, it was charged. 

It was asserted that more than 2,000 waiters 
and cooks are dependent on these agencies 
for work. They are discharged at regular 
intervals so those out of emphoyment can be 
given work by paying a fee to the saltoon- 
keeper. The state's attorney referred the 
commities to the mayor.

RURAL MISER LEAVES MILLION 


Chicago Safety Box, Opened, 
Contains Rich Securities. 


KIN TRACED IN ,ONTARIO. 


Known as Tax Dodger at Oregon, I11.; 
Patronized 25 Cent Hotels. 


The approval of one of the largest probate 
bonds in the history of Illinois has revealed 
the miserly life of David H, Wilson, who died 
on his farm near Oregon, in Ogle county, Ll. 
on Oct. 6, 1012. Meanwhile, unsuspecting, but 
none the less grateful, relatives are prepar- 
ing to divide an estate worth nearly $1,250,000. 

Henry A. Smith, master in chancery at Ore- 
gon, now is under surety of $1,500,000 as ad- 
ministrator to collect and when he is granted 
disbursing powers the bond probably will be 
raised to at least $2,000,000. 

Although he died intestate, Wilson, who 
was about 60 years old, left a series of sur- 
prises for friends and relatives. His friends 
were few in number and to them he owed a 
few hundred dollars. They thought Wilson 
worth about $100,000, being able to appraise 
his 600 acre farm, live stock and equipment at 
$90,000, and knowing he had money in Oregon 
banks. 


Find Securities in Safety Box. 

The relatives knew of nothing more until 
recently and then discovered an insignificant 
$38 a year safe deposit box in the Merchants 
Loan and Trust company of Chicago. The 
bok had to be drilled open and was found to 
contain securities amounting to more than 
$1,000,000 squeezed in regardless of face 
value. 

Nine-tenths of the securities were in Stand- 
ard Oil stock, and there were some shares in 
other smaller conporations. In the few 
months since Wilson’s death the securities 
had appreciated in value more than $60,000. 
About $30,000 was found on deposit in Oregon 
banks. 

Although he had an annual income of more 
than $60,000 the Ogle county farmer was 
known a6 an inveterate and euccessful tax 
dodger. He patronized 25 cent lodging houses 
on his infrequent Chicago visits. 


Traces Canadian Kin. 

The creditors had applied for letters of ad- 
ministration when Attorney Smith recalled 
Wtison having mentioned a Brown in Canada 
asarelative. He also remembered a similar 
‘distant relative of his own. At Doinville, 
Ont., he found Brown was Wiison’s uncle. 
Brown died soon after hearing of his for- 
tune, leaving a widow and other relatives. 

Smith secured power of attorney from the 
heirs and was appointed administrator to col- 
lect.

ney General Wickersham tomorrow, 

Mr. Jelke, accompanied by Fred A. Busse, 
former mayor of Chicago, and Ferdinand 
Jelke Jr., arrived in Washington tonight to 
present thd matter to the department of jus- 
tice. The attorney general will be asked to 
drop the prosecution of Jélke. 

The plea in behalf of Jelke was made orig- 
inally to Mr. Wickersham several days ago 
by Mr. Busse. The attorney general referred 
the matter to District. Attorney Wilkerson, 
who conferred with Mr. Busse yesterday. 


Wilkerson Shifts Decision. 

Mr. Wilkerson is reported to have been dis- 
‘inclined to take the responsibility of action 
in the matter and asa result Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham will be asked to dispose of 
the question. 

None of the members of the party would 
discuss the arguments that will be made to 
the attorney general. It transpires, however, 
that the indictment is alleged to have grown 
out of a bitter trade war in oleomargarine. A 
numbér of dealers in oleo were convicted of 
coloring the white product surreptitiously 
and thereby escaping payment of the 10 cents 
a pound tax. These dealers were sent to the 
penitentiary under sentences of several years 
each. 

Convicted Dealers |Accuse Makers. 

As s00m as the convicted dealers reached 

the penitentiary théy began overtures to 
the department of justice to obtain a com- 
mutation of their sentences. Some of them 
were returned to Chicago to testify before 
a grand jury. They asserted.employés of 
Moxley, Jelke, and other oleo makers were 
cognizant of the illegal coloring of the 
product, furnished the coloring matter, and 
instructed them how to use it. Jelke, among 
others, was indicted for conspiracy. 

After the indictments were returned the 
convicted oleo dealers recelved clemency at 
the instance of the government. Some were: 
released on remission of sentence and others 
were > paroled.

Duluth Man Asks That JU. 8. 
Provide Terminals for 
Package Freight. 


CALLS: RATES EXCESSIVE. 
Ocean Line Head Says Supply and 
Demand Regulates At- 
lantie Schedule. 


Washington. D, C., Jan. 31.—A recommen~- 
dation that the government provide termina] 
facilities for the handling of package freight 
at ports on the great lakes was presented to 
the house merchant marine committee today 
by Julius H. Barnes, a Duluth, Minn., grain 
exporter. 

Mr. Barnes declared that package freight 
rates on the lakes were held at a high level by 
the railroad owned steamship lines, which, 
he said, dominated the tradé. 

“There are now no independent steamship 
lines on the lakes,” said Mr. Barnesn. “ The 
steamers are owned or controlled by the New 
York Central, Pennsylvania, Grand Trunk, 
Mehigh Valley, and Lackawanna rallroada. 
These roads have made no improvement in 
their methods of handling package freight 
and the loading and unloading facilities are 
practically where they were forty years ago.” 

Little Difference in Rates, 

Mr. Barnes declared that water freight 
rates from such points as Minneapoljs, tothe 
east, were but nominally lower than rail 
rates from the same points. 


“ These rates should be about 10percent of | 


the rail rates,”’ he said, “ but the railroads 
keep them up.’ 

The witness <jiubes that the railroads 
were in control of the waterfronts of practi- 
caffy all big lake ports except such part as !s 
controlled by big industrial concerns which 
run their own steamers, to carry their own 
bulk freight. 

Mr. Barnes said that the government, in 
order to guarantee to shippers the benefits 
of the money expended on harbor improve- 
lakes, should acquire terminal 
water front facilities and break the “ reil- 
road control.’’ 


Supply and Demand Fixes Rates? 

Mr. Barnes followed! W. G. Sickle of the 
Hamburg-American steamship line, who con- 
tended that ocean freight rates are made by 
the law of supply and land and not by 
combinations of transportation lines

Sett-Frazier, Chapin, and Ware-Leland sold 
early, but later the last named house was 
a@ buyer. 


Temperatures Low in West, 

Temperatures ‘dropped sharply over the 
west during the day, and while there were 
light snows at a few points, the greater part 
of the belt ig without snow protection. While 
the lack of snow covering has created some 
epprehension, so far it is not believed there 
has been a great deal of damage, the Modern 
Miller’s weekly report indicating a generally
